Pasadena, Cal., May 17.—To determine the 
character of the solids and fine dust Hal- 
ley’s corfiet is supposed to be carrying with 
it in its sweep through space, members of 
the United States geological survey will at- 
tempt to trap some of the particles at the 
Carnegie observatory on Mount Wilson to- 
morrow as the earth passes through the com- 
et’s tail. A high tower has been erected at 
the observatory, surmounted by a plate 
coated with glycerin, to catch any dust the 
comet's tail may contain. 

Dr. George Hale, director of the observa: 
tory, bas little hope of the success of the 
scheme. Ina statement issued today he says: 

“If is possible the electric potential of the 
earth’s atmosphere may be slightly affected 
by electrically charged particjes in the come? 
or by a reduction in the num 
received from the sun, caused by the screen- 
ing effect of the tail. 


Observations Will Be Long. 

“ Although it is doubtful whether any such 
effect can be determined, observations with 
an electrome will be continued for some 
time after the earth emerges from the tail. 

** At the request of a number of the United 
States geological survey, plates coated with 
glycerin will be exposed at the summit of a 
high tower to collect any minute traces of 
meteoric matter that may come into our at- 
mosphere from the comet. 

“It is probable, however, that even if such 
minute: particles enter the upper atmosphere 
they would not settle to the earth within a 
sufficiently short time and in sufficient num- 
bers to be detected in this way.” 


Discussed in New. York. 

New York, May 17.--[Special. }whether 
this mundane orb is going to be swished to- 
morrow by that celestial vagrant, Halley's 
comet, which rambles around space and en- 
ters the earth's back yard every seventy-five 
years for a visit, depends entirely on the 
length of the wanderer’s tail. And this 
astral visitor has a happy and elusive fac- 
ulty of putting on and dropping off a 25,000,- 
000 mile appendage within a day or two. 
«Prof. 8. A. Mitchell of the astronomical 
department of Columbia college gives the 
cheering news that the earth will pass 
through the comet’s tail 14,000,00 miles from 
the head. The comet has a -boasted speed 
record of over a hundred thousand feet per 
second and it is figured that the transit 
through the tail will be of short duration. 
Friday evening the comet will be far away 
in the western skies, 

Jacoby Calls Fear Baseless. 

Prof. Harold Jacoby, Rutherford professor 
of astronomy at Columbia university, said 
today there was not the slightest danger to 
be feared from the comet. 

“Will Halley’s comet injure the earth to- 
morrow night?’ he was asked. 

“JT think not,” replied Prof. Jacoby. “* Com- 
ets have struck this earth in the past and wil! 
continue to hit it in the future. In the Ameri- 
can Museum of Natural History there is a 
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meteor weighing twenty-seven and a half 
tons. There may be several such chips in the 
head of Halley's comet. And if the head of 
the celestial visitor struck the earth we 
would have some local disturbance at least. 

“The head of Halley’s comet will not come 
nearer to our planet than by about 14,000,000 
miles. However, the tail may be long enough 
to bridge the interval between the head of 
the comet and the earth. This tail is less 
dense than the air in the best vacuum we 
make with a mercury air pump. The mole- 
cules will be separated each by several cubic 
feet. So the timid may take new hope. This 
earth of ours will continue to do business at 
the old stand.’’ 


Bonci’s Spirit Is Disturbed. 

Alessandro Bonci, the tenor, sailing today 
for Europe, admitted his artistic soul was 
much disturbed by the comet, and didn't 
hesitate to say so. 

“ Of course,” said Bonci, “ the scientists 
say that there is no danger. But what does 
the scientist know about the mysterious laws 
of nature? I think something will happen, I 
know not what, and I will not rest easy until 
the danger is over.’’ 


Balloon Aid to Observations. 

St. Louis, May 17.~—To see whatever it may 
be possible to see of the passage of the tail 
of Halley’s comet across the earth and of at- 
tendant phenomena, Prof. G. O. James of 
Washington university will make a balloon 
ascension with President A. B. Lambert of 
the Aero club Wednesday evening. It is 
planned to remain in a high altitude until!

about 11 o’clock and for four or five hours 
thereafter they will be in the midst of the 
tall of Halley’s comet.

Special Jury Meets Again. 


As was.reported Im the state's attorney's 
office Monday evening, the special grand jury 
was not discharged yesterday when it con- 
vened after a, récess of a week. State's At- 
torney Wayman, after citing legal decisions 
to show that a special grand jury might be 
kept. together indefinitely, announced that 
the inquisitorial panel would take. another 
week's recess and be reconvened next Tues- 
day morning.

One is a complaint that the rate 
is unreasonable, to be filed with the interstate 
commerce commission after the rate has gone 
into. effect. ‘Then, in the course of two or 
three years, you will get to a point where the 
commission is ready to decide the case.

Reports Show Books Faulty. 

A partial report made by the expert who 
was looking into the accounts of the pay 
bureau states that the bureau was unable to 
make a trial balance when called upon, some- 
thing which no business institution would 
tolerate, and also fails to carry on the usual 
system of double entry bookkeeping. 

‘ Mr. Meyer has placed the navy yards upon 
a business basis, dividing them into two de- 
partments, one of hulls and one of machin- 
ery, with a commandant as superintendent. 
He has redistributed the duties of the bu-

Navy Second in Displacement, 

The United States leads the world in the 
total displacement of completed warships, 
with the single exception of Great Britain, 
but ig behind five other countries ip the 
number of such veseels. 

Great Britain already has four Dread- 
noughts, aggregating 73,700 tons; the United 
States, four, with 72,000 tons; Germany, 
three, with 56,500 tons, which includes an 
18,500 ton battleship completed since the 
last year book-was issued, and Japan one, 
having 19,200 tonnage. “Those provided for 
will ewell this Dreadnought list to:. British 
17, displacement 853,700; Uniied States (in- 
cluding two battleships provided in pending 
bill) 10, displacement 221,650; Germany 13, 
displacement 275,000: France, none given; 
Japan 6, displacement 118,410, 

Great Britain will have 498 completed and 
provided for warships of 2,106,873 total dis- 
placement, including three 25,000 ton battle- 
ships and one arméred 26,000 ton cruiser not 
agr upon when the year book was pub- 
lished; of them, 445, with 1,758,360 tonnage, 
are completed. There will be 108. battleships 
and cruisers of 1,581,680 aggregated displace- 
ment. ‘ 

U. 8. Will Have 179 War Craft. 

The United States, when its ships com- 
pleted and provided for are in operation, 
will have 179 war craft of 830,945 displace- 
ment, including fifty battleships and armored 
cruisers carrying 204 large guns. .Of the 
grand total, 146 vesaels already are com- 
pleted, having 685,706 displacement. 

Germany will have 233 ships, of which 109 
already are completed. It will have alto- 
gether forty-six battleships and armored 
cruisers. 

France will have 503 war craft of 766,908 
displacement, including forty-six battleships 
and armored cruisers with seventy-nine large 
guns. 

Japan will have 191 warships of 408,704 dis- 
placement, including thirty battleships and 
armored cruisers of 408,466 displacement and 
118 large guns, of which there are completed 
179 vessels.

Body Blown Through a House. 
The body of one man was biown 
the walle of a house more than 700 feet from 
the plant. It struck the frame wa.. on one

more than 100 feet from the house. 

The toreo of another victim was found in « 
garden about 500 feet from the scene of the 
explosion.

Severed 
heads, arms, and legs were strewn about the 
neighborhood, and the bodies of seven men,

Injured Man Begs to Be Killed. 

One man who was found by a would-be 
rescuer was# pinned beneath a heavy timber. 
In spite of the tact that one of his arms 
was torn off and that there was a gaping 
hole in his side, the man was conacious, He 
begged piteously that his rescuer kill him 
with a club. He died before he could be ex- 
tricated. 

There were 100 men at work in the plant at 
the time of the explosion, and only a dozen or 
so escaped entirely unhurt. These men 
headed the rescue squads which formed al- 
most instantly and were reinforced by the 
prompt arrival of the fire department. 

There were five separate mills in the plant 
yard and four of these were demolished... It 
was only the men in the mill farthest from 
the boiler room who escaped injury. Every 
man working in the other four mills was 
either killed or injured,

Movement of Emigrants. 


The movement from. Nicosi to the United 
States began in 1882. Between 6,000 and 7,000 
have emigrated. Two-thirds of them are divid- 
ed between New York and Boston. The re- 
mainder is in Philadelphia, Norfolk, and Chi- 

) Many other cities in the United States 
have people from Nicosia. 

Six or seven hundred have rerarngs, from the 
United States. Many of these ‘emigrate 
again. Many who have come back have set up 
small “business .enterprises or have replanted 
their vineyards. | 

They say that 200 families from Nicosia are 
in the United States, the majority in New York.

‘They come 
and go. They return to Nicosia to visit friends 
or to invest money in land or in a house. As a 


‘rule they purpose to remain here, but it is not 


what they expected. They become discontented 
and after a few months return to the United 
States. 


Stream of Gold from America. 


American money keeps the town alive. * It 
flows in at the rate of $40,000 a year. Every 
new house and all repairs, they tell me, are due 
to money sent or brought from the United 
States. Emigration has raised wages and great- 
ly increased the price of lana. There are few 
vacant houses, for people from some of the 
nearby poor towns move into Nicosia to enjoy 
some of its new prosperity. 

Pmigration to the United States has stirred up 
land barons. Formerly they stood on the necks 
of the contadini. Now, there is a scarcity of 
farm hands. Many who return refuse to work 
in the fields for 60 cents a day. They prefer 
to go back to hard work on the railroad in 
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the United States. American money has greatly |

The way that Denis liberated himself from 
this bondage until free enough and strong 
enough to return to be his father’s stay and 
comfort is a story worth the reading. The de- 
velopment of his artistic gifts and tempera- 
ment with the contributing influence of peopl®, 
events, and nature in all her manifestations is 
told with the fullness ard strength of dn epic. 
We watch Denis grow from the sensitive, affec- 
tionate, eager home boy, still trailing clouds of 
glory, into the reserved, speculative schoolboy 
whose maniiness alone preserves his spiritual 
isolation from the gibes and buffets of the lads 
about him. He has his battles within as well 
as without, and fights with beasts at Ephesus, 
and grows and feels the strange currents of life 
sweep through him.

But as Judge 
David Davis is quoted as eaying, “ Lin- 
coin ain’t here and don’t know what we 
have to meet, so we. will go ahead as if 
we hadn’t heard from him and he must 
ratify.” | | 

The third and eventful day came. It 
found the Seward partisans assured of 
victory. They relied on the high reputa- 
tion he enjoyed, won in a long and brilliant 
public career, They thought they had in 
New York, New Bngland, and the radical 
northwestern states the votes to nominate 
him. They had brought on crowds of New 
Yorkers to cheer for him in the convention 
hall and music to celebrate the expected 
triumph. The Lincoln men were equally 
confident, but for better reasons. 

During the first two days there were 


‘pumbers of shouters for Sewatd fn the 


wigwam, and great applause greete4 
every feference to him. On the third day 
they were ¢aught off their guard. In- 
stead of going early to the convention 
hall to make sure of seats they paraded

It 
would be going too far to say that the 
unity of the republic was preserved 
through the wise choice made by the 
Chicago convention, but it is easy to 
imagine the direfnl mishaps that would 
have followed the nomination of a feeble 
or a headstrong president. 

May 18, 1860, is one of the great dates 
in American history. very Ohicagoan at 
least should be familiar with it. It is the 
most illustrious day in the annals of his 
city. 


DEMOCRACY AND PUBLIC OPINION, 
Fitty years ago today in this city the 
Republican party in convention assem- 


date for the presidency. 

Since that fateful day party govern- 
ment has grown with govetnment itself 
inevitably more indirect and complex. It 
ie our task to make its machinery 
wherever possible as simple as is consist- 
ent with efficiency and as responsive as its 
necessary complexity allows to the public 
will. Wé are,-in other words, still st 
work upon the fashioning of a truly rep- 
resentative government through which, as 
we Americans believe, democracy shall 
broaden and perpetuate itself. 

The most powerful political current at 
this time is a profound distrust of our 
political -mechanism and the men who 
manage it. It.ie widely believed that this 
mechanism in both parties has been cap- 
tured by moneyed interests, whose pur- 
pose is to make use of government not for 
the common welfare but for the fortifi- 
cation of their special privileges, Relief 
is sought in many ways, bet. it is appat* 
ent to those who look below the surface 
of political events that no invention can 
‘be devised to relieve the individual of per- 
sonal participation ‘in political activities. 

This is not to say that our present meth- 
ods of “political organization and contro! 
are perfect, and cannot we bettered by leg- 
islation and objective reforms like the 
dnitiative and referendum, -direct prima- 
ries, the reduction of elective offices with 
the simplification of the ballet. But it is. 
to assert that neither any one\ mor all of 
these will avail to.save the pepple from 
‘exploitation’ unléss the people themselves 
are alert to act for themselves, 

The struggle for good government, and 
especially for frée government, depends 
solely upon this... Democracy Js not ma- 
chinery. It ig opinion, The greatest of 
our Democratic’ statesmen, speaking here 
in‘ Chicago four years before the event of 
which this day.is the semi-centenary, said: 


Our government rests in public opinion. Who- 
ever can change public opinion can change the gov- 
ernment practically just so much. Public opin- 
ion, on any subject, alwaye hae «a “ central idea,’’ 
from which all {te minor thoughte radiate. That 
‘central idea ’’ in our political public opinion at 
the beginning wae, and until recentiy has contin- 
ued to be, “* the equality of men.”” And although it 
has always submitted patiently to whatever of in- 
equality there seemed to be as matter of actual 
necessity, ite constant working haa. been a steady 
progress toward the practical equality of al] men. 


_ And never, perhaps, in the history of | 
‘the republic has there been “iiore need 
than now for the American peoplexte re- 
new themselves in the spirit of Lincoln 
and to make effectua] im the national life 
the sentiment he expressed so etmphatle 
ally in his reply to Douglas in the last 
debate: . 


That is the real issue. Theat ie the lesue that wil) 
continue In thie country when these poor tongues 
of Judge Douglas and myself shall be silent. Nis 
the eternal struggle between these two principies— 
right and wrong—throughout the world. They are 
the two principles that havecstood face to face 
from the beginning of time, and will eyer continue 
to etruggle.
